CIGNA CREDIT – AUDITOR RECOMMENDATIONS 

The Board discussed the two options recommended by the Auditors regarding the Cigna credit. 

 

A motion was made by Vice Chairman E. Nepomuceno, seconded by R. Appleby, that the 

Board of Finance authorize the Town Controller to suspend funding the Board of Education 

accounts payables for the current fiscal year once the total funding reached the approved Board 

of Education budget of $38,295,000 less the amount of the CIGNA credit net of the 

participants contributions. 

After discussion, Vice Chairman E. Nepomuceno withdrew the motion. 

 

A second motion was made by Vice Chairman E. Nepomuceno that the Board of Finance 

authorize the Town Controller to suspend funding the Board of Education accounts payables 

for the current fiscal year once the total funding reached the approved Board of Education 

budget of $38,295,000.
